ALLOWANCE & EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An Examiner's Amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and /or 
additions be unacceptable to the applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR §

Authorization for this Examiner's Amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Ms. Esther Chong on January 30, 2007. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claims 19-25, 27 and 46-52 without prejudice. 
Rejoin other non-elected claims as indicated. 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 1-18, 26, 28 and 30-45 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited 
references taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose an apparatus or 
method for recording management information which has DMA and TDM A which includes 
"recording latest management information in one DMA when recording medium is to be 
finalized and data is not allowed to record the recording medium". It is noted that the closest 
prior art, Kim et al. (US patent 6,754,860) & Ko et al. (US 6,804,797) shows a similar apparatus 
which has bit or flag indicating TDMA full. However both fails to disclose a bit or flag 
indicating no more recording should take place [see figure 10 of the application].
